Tue terms of twenty-five senators 
expire on the 4th of March next—sev- 
enteen republicans and eight demo- 
crats. Fifty-one senators hold over, of 
whom twenty-eight are democrats, 
tweaoty-two republicans and Dayid 
Davis. The indications now are the 
senate will be composed after the 4:h 
day of March of forty-four democrats, 
thirty-one republicans and one inde- 
pendent, givi' g the former a majority 
of twelve, and only seven short of a 
t wo-thirds msjority.

THE BANKRUPT LAW. 

Tce bill to repeai the bankrupt law 
comes back to the senate from the jus 
diciary committee without a written 
report. An_ ineffectual effort was 
made by the committee to so amend 
the Jaw that it would be satisfactory to 
the public; and when the committee 
ascertained that they could not accom- 
plish that remarkable feat, the major- 
ity agreed to report back the b'll with 
a recommendation that it pass. It pro- 
vides that the bankrupt law, approved 
March 2, 1867, and all acts and amend-~ 
ments theret» or in explanation thereof 
be repealed. It has a protecting clause, 
however, that provides that all cases 
pending in the district court of the 
United States and docketed prior to 
the passage of the bill may be tried 
and determined under the law as it 
now exists. 

The country fairly demands the res 
pes! of an act that has ceased to pro- 
tect the honest debtor or the honest 
creditur. The dishonest debtors, the 
lawyers and the officials fatten on it. Its 
processes are slow, costly and demora!~ 
izing. As at present administered, it 
absolutely puts a premium on rascality-

THE CASE O08 DHAN VS. FIELD. 

We have already stated the ueestions 
involved in the contested election case 
froma the third district of Massacusetts. 
They were chiefly law questioner, and 
it is certainly hot necersary to recapit- 
ulate them. 

The case wasconsidered toscme ex- 
tent without party bias, and it will 
dovbtlees live in the history of the 
houee as one of the most celebrated that 
ever came before congress. Mr. Field 
was the sitting member, and a republi- 
can. Mr. Dean, the contestent, is a 
democrat. The vote in the district 
Was 80 close that different 
counts changed the result. The case 
was reported from the committee of 
elections in February, a mejority and 
a mipority report coming in. Messrs. 
Oandler.and Clarkson N, Potter and the 
republican members of the comuroittee, 
signed the minority report. It was 
known that other democrats would 
follow the lead of Messrs. Candler and 
Potter. It wes also known that Ben 
Butler would vote against Mr. Field. 
The result was therefore covsidered 
doubtful, and neither side was anxious 
to secure action. But on Wednesday 
a vote had to be taken; it wus a tie. 
Every member of the house—292 in 
namber—voted or was paire:!, except 
Mr. Freeman of Philade)phie, who 
is detained in his home 
by sickness. Batler was the 
only republican that voted against Mr. 
Field, although eleven democrats voted 
against Mr. Dean. Messrs. Candler 
and Hartridge were two of the eleven, 
and Mr, James T. Jones of Alabama 
voted with them. The matter then 
by general coneent went over to Thurs. 
day, when Mr. Jones broke the tie and 
made Mr. Dean a congressman by 
changing his vote. The interest was 
intense thoughout the contest. A mes- 
sepger was sent to Philade!phia etter 
Mr. Freeman, and every eflort used to 
have a full vote. And it was unprece» 
dentedly full. Even on the vote of the 
electoral commifsion in the last con- 
gress there were thirteen members ab- 
sent and unaccounted for. In tois case 
every vote was accounted for. 


MR. TILVEN'S INCOME TAX. 


Judge Blatchford’s decision in the 
income tax suit of the United States 
svainst Samuel J. Tilden, does not 
reach the merits of the aciion. The 
United States sued Mr. ‘Tilden for a 
balance claimed to be due under the 
income tax law. Mr. Tilden set up in 
his answer .that he had been assessed 
under the income taxjand had paid the 
assessment. The United States replied 
that, even admitting this, they had stil! 
the right to sue for a further sum that 
they claimed should have been paid. 
Mr. Tilden’s counsel demurred to this 
right, and the point of law was argued 
before Judge Blatchford, who decides 
that the plaintiffs have the right to sue 
for the sums claimed. 

There are tweive counts ia the com- 
plaint. Setting aside the first count, 
which called for a tax of $3,000 on an 
income of $100,000 for the year 1861, 
and which was set aside by the coart, 
there are eleven other couvts. These 
counts claimed for the zoyernment 
taxes for the years on the income and 
lor theamounts below recited.

It will thus be seen that the tax for 
which the government sues is $133, 
142 50, and that the income on which 
it is claimed to be due ie $603,600, 
covering a period of ten years. 

But it is not probable that the ques- 
tions of fact involved in this great po 
litical law suit will be tried very soon 
The decision of Judge Blatchford must 
lirst go to the supreme cuurt of the 
United States, If that court affirms it, 
not only Mr. Tilden, but ahost of other 
men in this country—ever in Georgia 
~—will be in fair positions to pay back 
taxes on the reopening of their accounts 
with the government. Mr. Tilden was 
assessed by the officers of the govern. 
ment, and paid the assessments. In 
this respect he differed from most of 
Ais persecutors who, belonging to the 
dominant party, managed to escape 
all assessment whatsoever.

THE PACIFIC RAILROA!L’ DEBATES. 
A struggle is going on in congress to 
compel the Pacific railroads to appro- 
priate an adequate part oi their large 
earnings to a sinking fund for the re- 
demption of the bonds issued by the 
government for their benefit. These 
bonds mature between 1495 and 1900, 
together with the first-m rtgage bonds 
of the railroad comp inies—making 
the claim ot the government 
for the principal and unpaid interest 
a yery doubtful debt. The »onds issued 
to the Union Pacific are $27,236 512, 
and these, with the accumulation oi 
thirty years’ interest at 6 per ceat. will 
amount to $76,262,235. The loan to 
the Cantral Pacific is $27,255,630, which 
with the interest will amount in thirty 
years to $77,995,804. When the gov- 
ernment bonds loaned to these two 
roads fall due,thirty yeara from the date 
of their issue, the entire debt will be 
$154 258.039. This will e decreased 
by the 5 per cet. on their net earnings 
and one-half the chargee for govern: 
ment service, whict. the reads are now 
required to pay into a ainking fund. 
These payments in the case of the 
Union Pacific will amouiit in thirty 
years to about $20,000,000, and in the 
case of the Central Pacific to $15,000,- 
000; end deducted from the aggregate 
principals and interest above stated, 
would leave $119 248 879, 3

The senate seems inclined on the 
other hand to make Jay Gould, Hunt- 
ington & Co. disgorge—to turn a rea- 
son«ble part of the large earnings of the 
companies into a sinking fund to 
meet the enormous liability of the 
government. Two bilis ere before the- 
senate for that purpose. Senator Thur- 
mau’s bill, reported by the judiciary 
committee, requires a sinking fund 
made up of three sources: 

_ First, Five per cent of the net ear- 
nings of the two roads. . 

Second, Une-half of the compensa-~ 
tion due the rosds for goyernment ser- 
vice. sh cat 

Third, An annual payment from the 
Union pacific road of $850,000, and 
frora the Central Pacific of $1,200,000 

These several payments will aggre- 
yate about $3,800,000 a year, and, an- 
nually invested in United States bonds, 
witb the annual interest thereon also 
invested, will, it is estimated, amount 
to nearly enough to extinguish the debt 
by the time it falls due. 

The Matthews bill, reported by the 
com aittee on railroads,simply requires 
the roads to pay each $1,000,000 a year 
iato the sinking fund ; it releases them 
from the annual payment of the 5 per 
cent on their net earnings now required 
by law, and it exacts of the govern- 
ment all the compensation charged by 
the roads for service. These amounts 
are about $1,800,000 a year; so that the 
Matthews b'll, while exacting from the 
roads $2000,000, releases them from 
$1,800,000 a year—leaying only about 
$200,000 a year required from them as 
a sinking fund for the extinguishment 
of their debt. 

‘he Matthews billis a fraud. It is 
simply and purely a deyice. of Jay 
Gould & Co., and if congress desires to 
get any security against the first mort- 
yave bonds issued by the two companies, 
which amount to fifty-five million dol- 
lars, it will surely not accept it. The 

Union Pacific has for years declared 
cight per cent dividends, and the Cen- 
tra! Pacific dividends ranging from 
eigit to ten and one-half per 
cant. Four or five millions are thus 
annually absorbed by the Jay Goulds 
o the two concerns, while not a cent 
i3 laid aside for the government. 

If the government is estopped by its 
contract with the companies —if this 
annual robbery of the people is protec- 
ted by law, the annual interest bills 
should be footed without complaint. 
Mr. Hill says the contract is binding. 
Mr. Thurman, Judge David 
Davis, Mr. Bayard and Mr. Edmunds 
say it is not. Judge David Davis 
thinks the constitutional prohibition 
against impairing the obligations of 
coatracts applies only to states and not 
to congress; but admitting that it does 
apply to congress as well as to states,he 
declares that congress has power to pass 
the Thurman bill under both the 
eighteenth section of the Pacific railroad 
act of 1862 and the twenty-second sec- 
tion of the Pacific railroad act of 1864. 

We hope the senate will pass the 
Thurman bill, and !et the legal ques~ 
tions that are involved go tothe su-~ 
preme court for settlement. If the New 
York and San Franciscu stuch wauipu 
lators have a right to gouge the people 
out of $120,000,000, let us ascertain the 
fact from the highest court of the law.

The great pyramid of Cheops in 
Egypt, has furnished a theme of much 
speculation, and we have a class of 
writers who regard it as a revelation of 
cod —contirming alike true science and 
the Divine word.

“he sides of the Pyramid are precisely 
adjusted to the four points of the com- 
pass; the length of the base contains 
as many cubits as there are days and 
parts of a day in a year; and the height 
multiplied by the ng»pmber typified by 
its shape—10 raised to the ninth po ser, 
gives us 1,840 000 miles, or the dis- 
tance from the earih to the sun. 

The entrance is at the north side 23 
feet from the center, and from it there 
is a descending passage 320 feet long, 
due north, leading to a chamber or 
tomb, which is said to symboliza hell. 
There is an ascending passage at near- 
ly the same angie, beginning 63 feet 
frum the entrance, and measuring 125 
feet, to where it reaches what is calied 
the Great Gallery. Now this ascend~ 
ing passage from where it leaves the 
descending @ measures 1,483 
inches, and represents the Jewish dis- 
pensation, which lasted the same num- 
ber of years. Thirty-three inches fur- 
ther on brings us to a well—a hole 2 
feet 4 inches square, which descends 
perpendicularly 191 feet—midway of 
which is a chamber, representing 
hades, as the 33 inches mark the 33 
years from the birth of Christ to his 
crucifixion and dascent into hades.
